Shaw inform ed the English people in 
a lectu re that he him self In many re 
spects w as greater than Shakespeare, 
thou gh he adm itted tha t “Shakespeare 
w as an extrem ely ab le and clever man 
In his w ay .”

In partial su pport of Tolstoi's conten­ 
tion that Shakespeare was Ignorant of 
the dram atic art, th u tgh of cou rse Mr. 
Shaw , to b e consistent with himself, 
takes issu e w ith the Ru ssian on some 
points of opinion. 
T hat Mr. Shake­ 
speare w rote w nat is attrib u ted to him 
the world is not ab solu tely convinced, 
b u t Mr. Shaw is m u ch b etter known to 
the world, so that we cannot dou b t 
tha t he say s w hat he say s. 


Ino ffensiv e Egotist. 


Egotists are of tw o classes—the of­ 
fensive and the Inoffensive. 
The of­ 
fensive egotist Is a du ll person whose 
.vision is b arricaded on all sides b y the 
m u ltiplied “ I” set u p like a high b oard 
fence and w hose voice never carries 
b ey ond this b arrier. 
The Inoffensive 
egotist is an extrem ely b right person 
w ho makes an aspiring pedestal of the 
“ I” and stands tiptoe u pon It, his vi­ 
sion em b racing a wide horizon and his 
voice shou ting so far that it m akes 
mu slcnl echoes against the hills. 
We 
lau gh a t the offeu sive egotist.

lau gh with the Inoffensive egotist. 
So

B ernard Shaw. 
Y ears ago Mr. Shaw- w rote a sketch 
o f him self In these w ords: “A b achelor, 
an Irishm an, a vegetarian, an atheist, 
a teetotaler, a fanatic, a hu m orist, a 
flu ent liar, a Social D em ocrat a lec­ 
tu re r and deb ater, a lover of mu sic, a 
fierce opponent of the present statu s 
of women and an lnslster on the seri­ 
ou s In art.” 
Since then he lias b ecome a Benedict 
and ft play w right, b u t the rest of the 
description seem s to fit him. 
H e neg­ 
lected to call him self a novelist thou gh 
In his y ou th he w rote five novels. 
He 
coglected also to record tha t he w as a 
critic of music and the dram a for the 
London press. 
B u t In those day s he 
wa s only “G. B. S.” 
, Sha w wa s bo m fifty y ea r» a g o In 


tw o ou t of his pocket, order a serving 
of cod liver oil and proceed to feast. 
In those day s Mr. Shaw 's clothing 
b ill w as not m u ch of .1 nightm are to 
him. 
H e scorned any thing in the n a­ 
tu re of starchy linen, w earing '« fft 
flannel shirts w ith roll collars, and had 
no more u se for a pair of cu ffs than a 
monkey nas for a stickpin. 
He dress­ 
ed like a w orkingm an and ate like a 
canary . 
H aving ab solu tely no u se for 
tob acco, liqu or, society or other vices, 
w hat u se had he for money ?

Shaw u sed to m ou nt a soap b ox 
or a b eer b arrel at the open foru m in 
H y de park and harangu e those crow ds 
to w hich W illiam M orris also som e­ 
tim es talked. 
Titu s he b ecam e an 
easy speaker, w hich stands him in 
good stead In Ills lectu re work, for 
this tireless lab orer u su ally keeps three 
or fou r lectu re cou rses ru nning in 
E ngland w ith him self as the lectu rer. 


“ Ma de Good” With the Public. 
E ight y ears ago Mr. Shaw m arried, 
w hich w as su rprising. 
Nob ody wou ld 
have b elieved it of him. 
H ad he not 
harangu ed against the existing Institu ­ 
tion of m arriage? H ad he not averred 
and avowed that the world w as all 
wrong, aw ry , topsy tu rvy and t'other 
end forem ost on tha t su b ject? 
Verily , 
y es. 
N evertheless he w ent w ith his 
chosen lady , who b elieved iu him and 
w ith him to some extent, to a regis­ 
tra r’s office and w as legally wedded. 
Strange to record, the m arriage took 
place on the rom antic and conventional 
first day of Ju ne. Thou gh nob ody here­ 
tofore seem s to have called attention to 
the fact, it is w orthy of note that since 
his m arriage Mr. Shaw has “innde 
good” with the pu b lic, a thing he never 
did oefore. Tip to the Age of forty -tw o 
he w rote and railed and lu u gb ed and 
lam b asted, he frothed and flab b ergast­

19 th, she celebrated her 106 th birth­ 
day by entertaining a number of rel­ 
ativ es and friends. She was enjoy ing 
her usual good health and seemed to 
be highly delighted to receiv e 
the 
congratulations of her friends. 
All 
day she chatted and conv ersed with 
ev ents. Her rem ark able v igor was par 
ticularly noted and those 
present 
were of strong hope that she would 
liv e to see more birthday s. 


Mrs. Stalk er’s maiden name was 
Elizabeth Moore. 
Her father was 
horn in Ireland in 17 5 7 , and emi­ 
grated to America in 17 S5 . 
Her 
mother was born in York , Pa., in 
17 7 2. Elizabeth was the six th of a 
family of ten and was born on a farm 
four miles west of Holliday sburg De­ 
cember 19 , 18 00. Her parents both 
liv ed to an adv anced age, the father 
dy ing aged 8 1 and the mother aged 
8 5 y ears. Her m arriage with John 
Stalk er occurred March 22, 18 31, his 
death ocurring in 18 6 5 . Mrs. Stalk ­ 
er’s family consisted of six children, 
three daughters now liv ing and with 
whom she mak es her home. 
Mrs. Stalk er’s memory is rem ark ­ 
able, considering her ex treme 
age. 
She remembers the day when preach­ 
ers wore k nee breches and plaited 
their hair, when horseback was the 
chief means of traffic ex cept where 
riv ers afforded transportation by flat- 
boat. She remembers seeing a squad 
of soldiers on their way to the army 
in the war of 18 12. She has seen ca­ 
nals built and prosper and fall into 
decline with the 
adv ancement 
of 
steam transportation during an av er­ 
age lifetime and has liv ed another 
similar period since. 
Mrs. Stalk er’s life cov ers the per­ 
iod of the most marv elous material 
dev elopment in the history of the 
world. Her memory goes back to the 
time when Napoleon was first consul 


of France, when Thomas Jefferson 
purchased the Louisiana tract, when 
there were only six teen states in the 
Union, when the population of the 
United States was less than six mil­ 
lion, when Lewis & Clark added the 
northw est territory to the wealth of 
the Union. She has liv ed during the 
term of all the presidents of 
the 
United States ex cept 
Washington. 
She was sev en y ears old when the 
first steamboat was built. She was 
four y ears old when B urr and Hamil­ 
ton fought their fatal duel. 
She was 
nine y ears old when Lincoln was born 
and 
19 
when Queen Victoria was 
born. 
Mrs. Stalk er is wonderfully well 
preserv ed for one of her age and re­ 
tains all her faculties to a remark able 
degree. H er v oice is strong and her 
hearing good. W hen the weather is 
fav orable she walk s from her home 
to the Presby terian church, almost a 
square distant. About a month ago 
she called on sev eral of her friends 
at their homes. It is only within the 
last y ear or two that she has desisted 
from reading the presidents’ 
mes­ 
sages entire and she still tak es an 
activ e interest in political 
ev ents. 
She has alway s been a firm believ er 
in the principals upo n which the re­ 
publican party is based. She has al­ 
way s been industrious and frugal, 
v ery generous and tho ughtful o f o th­ 
ers, and has nev er been sick ex cept 
some triv ial indisposition in recent 
y ears incident to her ex treme age. 
Mr. Crawford tak es Just pride in the 
record of his aunt for such a long life 
of usefulness.

months and 15 day s, after a linger­ 
ing illness a few m onths past. 
Mr. Edson was born in Dix on, 111., 
in December, 18 38 , was educated at 
Rock Riv er Seminary (Mt. Morris, 
111.), the same institution of learning 
that United States Senator 
Cullom 
and Congressman H itt were trained 
in. At the beginning of the civ il war 
tie enlisted in the First Illinois Light 
Artillery (Cheney ’s battery ), a com­ 
mand that saw much activ e and a r­ 
duous serv ice. After the close of the 
war and the restoration of peace Mr. 
Edson came to California and settled 
in Sisk iy on county , at Gazelle, where 
he carried on an ex tensiv e and profit­ 
able farm ing and stock raising busi­ 
ness with his brother, Josiah R. E d­ 
son, and his sister, Mrs. Catherine 
Eddy , under the name of Edson Bros, 
and later with the late L. M. Foulk e, 
under the firm nam e of the Edson- 
F on Ik e Co. 
Mr. Edson's success was 
due to his indefatigable energy and 
quick perception and prom pt action, 
his just and upright character 
and 
fearlessness in m aintaining and sup­ 
porting any act or principle that af­ 
ter thorough inv estigation, he con­ 
sidered right. 
in 18 9 8 he was elected railroad 
commissioner of the First district on 
the republican tick et, at a time when 
the district was fully 2,000 demo­ 
cratic. His well laid plans, with ac­ 
tiv e and v igorous campaign, as well 
as his deserv ed popularity , rolled up 
a majority of ov er 4,000. During his 
career he caused many rerorms in 
railroad rates, recognizing and work ­ 
ing faithfully for ev ery m an’s just 
rights and dues without distinction. 
in 19 02 he was a prom inent candi­ 
date for gov ernor, but declining to 
enter into any combination failed to 
receiv e the nomination a t the time 
Pardee succeeded by the withdrawal 
of Gage, whose strength went to P ar­ 
dee. 
As an esteemed and upright citi­ 
zen Mr. Edson had no superior, com­ 
manding the highest respect of all 
who had the pleasure of his acpuaint- 
ance. Mr. Edson lost his wife, a most 
estimable woman, by death July 9 , 
19 05 , and his remains will be inter­ 
red by her side in the family lot at 
Gazelle. May he rest in peace is the 
univ ersal wish of friends throughout 
this county and the entire state.
